TESTIMONY ABOUTTHE MESTERLIOUS 
PILLOW. 


The Prisoner’s Mother on the Witness Stand 
Flowers Sent to Echols—Affecting Scenes 
in the Courtroom. 


March 28.—[{Special.j— 
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CovINGToN, Ga., 
“What will be done with Echols? 

‘‘Will there be an acquittal or a mistrial?’’ 

These are the questions that are being 
asked on all sides in Covington now. 

The coming of the day brought another vast 
multitude totown, and the court house aii 
day was fiiled to its utmost capacity. 

About ten o’clock this morning there was a 
rustle of silk at the great folding doors of the 
court room and when they were thrown open a 
score or more of ladies walked in and took 
seats in the bar. 

They continued tocome in parties of three 
or four until the space in the bar was almost 
monopolized by their beautiful and assuring 
presence. 

The sister of the prisoner, Mrs. Lena Turner, 
came early in the morning and took her seat 
by the sido’ of her brother. Other relatives, 
whose names are as follows were grouped 
around the accused: F. H. Strong, of Aber- 
deen, Miss., Walter Echols and William 
Echols, of Tuskegee, Ala., Frank and R. L. 
Moss of Athens, Miss Florence Newton, of 
Atlanta. Mr. and Mrs. P. V. Corbine, of Madi- 
sO)l. 

Echols still maintained the composure that 
has characterized his appearance ever sinco he 
was brought into court, 

He had a newly Jaundried collar that he 
wanted to put on this morning, but the fact of 
his absence from the court room would stop 
the proceedings, he was not allowed to retire 
and put it on. 

THE DEFENSE ENTRAPPED. 

When court opened this morning Captain 
Pace, one of the prisoner’S attorneys, an- 
nounced that tho defense had been e ntrapped 
by one of a witnesses, Shoog Blossingame, 
and that the defense wanted to impeach 
the tes silane of Blossingame. Shoog had 
both before the coroner’s ing 1est and the 
court of inquiry swore that Echols carried no 
stick into the room onthe morning of the 
tragedy, and that the stick referred to by 
Thomas was 2 small hickory w: oni cane 
that was in the room at the time slossin- 
gamo made an affidavit to the sa Line effect 
when application was made for bail by Echols. 
When put on the stand yesterday he said he 
did not know what stick Thomas w as referr ing 
to when he spoke to Echols on the subject, and 
made a mistake as to the contents of his affi- 
davit when it was turned over to him to sign. 
Captain Pace, who wrote Shoog’s ati idavit, 
and J. B. Davis, who attested it, took the 
stand and impeached Shoog’s testimony. 

Sheriff Anderson was next put on the stand. 

Ie saw Echolsat 8 o ‘clock on morning of 
the tragedy. He had on thesame clothes then 
that he had on the night betcre. He went 
into the store to arrest Echols. Later in the 
day the witness-had Shoog Blossingame under 
arrest and going with him from Pitts house to 
court house, Echo!s appreached witness and 
said } he had been with Cohen and Thomas till 
four o’clock and they were all right when he 
leftthem.

HON. SIMON WOLEF’S ORATION, 

Colonel Brandt again arose, and in a few re- 
marks, well timed and appropriate, introduced 
the Hon. Mr. Wolf, the orator of the day. 
Colonel Brandt’s introduction of the orator 
was touching and pathetic. He referred to 
Mr. Wolf in the tenderest and most endearing 
terms, and the manner in which it was recciv- 
ed by the audience, demonstrated the great 
love which the Hebrews entertained for this 
groat philanthropist. Mr. Wolf arose and re- 
moved his hat, but the andience almost in con- 
cert exclaimed: 

“Keep your hat on; it’s too windy!”’ 

Mr. Wolf replaced his hat, and turning to 
his audience, said: 

Members of the Order, Friends, Ladies and 
Gentlemen; Thirteen years ago in this very city, 
the legal corner stone ofthe home we are about 
dedicating was laid, and as true Israelites, we are 
celebrating the ‘Barmitzvah,’’ anditis no more 
than right and proper that we should in commemos 
ration of so joyous an event,give forth oursongs and 
shouts of praise and exultation. The dedication of 
a home for those whom misfortune has orphaned, 


ig somnething that appeals to the highest instincts of | 


our nature, and crowns human efforts beyond all 
compare. Here in the gate city of the south, the 
metropolis of new and reconstructed energy, under 
auspices most favorabie, in the midst ofan audienee 
most sympathetic, cheered by the 
friends, irrespeciive of faith, we are about opening 
the portals of a_ building hat shall ins 
deed be recognized, not as in the ordi 
nary sense an asylum, but- a homo, $where the 
children will feel and recognize that although de- 
prived of their natural protectors, yet that they are 
surrounded and cared for by those that love then 
and whose chief aim and object it is to see them 
prosper and render their existence in litea happy 
one. It’s a sublime scene to think that of all tho 
people of this great andjblessed country, it should 
also be a Jew that carries out the highest tenets oi 
eieyated humanity and representative American 
citizenship. That the descendants of men and 
women banished from home: shewid found in this 
western hemisphere, a home which in its beauty 
and attractiveness typifies thcir appreciation of the 
liberty and happiness they enjoy, and to vindicate 
in this princely gift to the charities thatin an age 
of materialism, absorbed in trade and 
commerce, they do not fail to dilcharge those dutics 
which refine, stimulateand encourage man, It is 


this character nothing must be forgottcn, — 


overlooked, everything must be systematized an 

disciplined, the phrsical health of the children, 
the first care, for without health, there can be no 
such thing as religions or intellectual development. 
These children must be trained to look upon 
manual inabor as of the highest impor- 
tance, and mechanical trades and the science of 
agriculture and the dignity thereof, incuicatod. 
Their existence in the home must be rendered 
thorouglily enjeyabie, so that when they leave it 
they shall depart with regret, with tears in their 
eyes, a blessing on their lips and their hearts full of 
gTatitude, but above all, to leave it ready to combat 
a world in arms as youbg men and young women 
fullof moral courage, religiousiy and mentally 
equipped for the strife that is bound to come, and 
for the yictory that isthen sure and certain. You 
will have to see to it that these children shall never 
foel that they have lost their fathers and mothers, 


but that you are taking the place of those: let the . 


taste of each one, as far as practicable, predominat 
in dress, for there is nothing so degrading in edu- 
eation asthe uniformity that is maintained in so 
many asyinins. Seeto it that these children re- 
ceive an education in the grand nttrserys of our 
republic—the commen schools. Teach them 
next to the love of God, 28 
love of country, and let no flag other than that of 
the starry emblem ever be unfurled over this home; 
let the shouts of gladsome hearts resound unter 
these primeval forests, and let the grand invocation 
ofthe Hebrew, which has been bis rallying ery 
throughout the ages, “Hear, oh Israel,”” be the 
watchword of the orphan Whatwe have done— 
what weare doing today—is, after all, little of what 
is possible in the future: it'sa mere incident in the 
ebain cf events that must and will come. Our 
ambition should be to lay the foundation broad and 
deep, 80 that our Vescendents can improve in con- 
struction what we iack in cpportunity. ime is 
fleeting. We who stand here today as part of this 
proud paceant, will soon be at rest, but the inspira- 
tion created by works of this character, lives for- 
ever,and I would rather have the prayer and 
blessing of anorphan child, said or sung over 
my grave, than the grandst pauegyric spoken by 
the most gifted oratorof ourtime. Let tne doors 
swing wide open, let truth, manly instinct and 
womanly devotion and affeciion enter here and 
forever reign supreme; let happiness and coiftent~ 
ment be the guiding motives of every act, envy and 
jealously be forever banished, and concord and 
ormovy alone be the garlands which shall wreath 
its walls, let honesty of purpose actuate every

INSPECTING THE BUILDING. 

Then, followed by Mr. Wolf, every ons 
present entered the building by the main 6n- 
taance. Theparlors, library, sitting rooms, 
linen rooms, dining room, chapel and hallway 
were all carefully inspected. Then the second 
and third floors were taken in, 
rocms and hospital were a revelation to those 
who have never seen an orphan home. The 
building throughout is furnished in a magnifi- 
cent manner, and has all modern appliances 
and conveniences. It is heated by steam and 
lighted with gas. Every room is carpeted, as 
are also the: hallways and stairways. The 
carpets are all Brusseis and of the 
best make. The furnitnre is new aud 
fine. Many of the rooms were furnished by 
individuals, and others by cities and ladies 
clubs. In one of the parlors was a magnificent 
life-size oil painting of Mr. Wolf and in an- 
other a large crayon portrait of Hon. Joe 
Hirsch. 

After going throngh the building every one 
repaired. to alunch room, where a magnificent 
lunch was served. The ladies of Atlanta pre- 
sared that lunch and no higher compliment 
can be paid it than ig conveyed in that fact. 

Many members of the city council were pres- 
ent, as also were guite a number of Atlanta’s 
Protestant ministers. Everybody present 
united in giving praise to Mr. Joe Hirsch and 
Mr. Aaron Haas, who have.done so much to- 
wards securing and completing the home. 

After the ceremonies were concluded everye 
body came back to the city. During tho after- 
noon the visitors were made at home by the 
Atlanta people. They were shown over the 
city, and many were entertained by Atlanta 
ladies at their homes. 

The grand lodge reconvened at 4 o’clock, 
and, atter returning thanks tothe city of At- 
lanta, adjourned to meet in Baltimore two 
years hence.

THE BALL. 

The ballroom was artistically decorated, and 
the floor waxed until dancing was an exquisite 
pleasure. The galleries were not occupied, 
except the space on the left, reserved for the 
band. 

The programme was one of the handsomest 
ever presented in Atlanta. The first page was 
a photograph presenting a fine picture of the 
Hebrew Orphan's home. Itshowed that the 
ball was a grand dedication ball. On the 
second page was the programme. 

‘THE BANQUET. 

The banquet was one of the most attractive 
features of the day. 

The main dining room of the Kimball had 
been converted into a fairy land and was laden 
with many things delicious and palatable. 

Covers were laid for three hundred and fifty 
and in the arrangement Mr. Beermann and his 
able lieutenant, Mr. George Scoville, acquit 
ted theimselves most creditably. Two long 
tables wore arranged. one on cither side of the 
room. Then from either end of both tables 
there were short ones at right angles. 
At the lower end of the room was 
another table in the same shape and 
in the center of the room was a table with 
forty covers. This was for the members of the 
board of control and the officers of the grand 
lodge. 

That table in its arrangements and decora- 
tions was beyond conception. 

On the center of the table was a large rustic 
scene which had been built by Louis Drent- 
well, the chef, and Chris Widersheim, the 
confectioner, of the house. The base, which 
covered the table from side to 
side, and was much larger, repre- 
sented a sward—as green as a shamrock. 
Through the sward running in a circularshape 
was a stream of pure, clear water. In that 
stream were live alligators and gold fish. The 
’'pators sporting through the water, throwing 
drops upon the green banks, leaving a spark- 
ling effect behind. Inside the stream was an 
island, and upen thatisland was a heap of 
patties, put togetherin a design novel and 
unique. Upon these was a white pyramid, 
and the entire structure was surmounted 
by an urD, in- which vines 
and flowers were entwined. On 
four corners were small cut glasses containing 
sparkling champagne, and in each glass was a 
tube rose, 

On either side of the beautiful design were 
pyramids of confections aud cakes artistically 
luterwoven. 

On the main tables near the door were pyra- 
mids of iced cakes. Then atthe corner were 
baskets of fruit. One-third of the way up the 
table was a handsome figure im pure 
white candy. The figure represented 
harps joined together and all sure. 
mounted by the American eagle 
carrying the stars and stripes in his bill. Then 
in the center of the table stood a large candel- 
ebra, about four feet high. From it six arms 
arose in half circle, and upon each atm was a 
wax taper. The arms were of different colors 
and so,were the tapers. Notaper wasof the 
saine color as the arm which supported it. The 
effect was simply astonishing when the match 
was applied to the tapers. The other end of the 
table was the same, and all the tables were like 
the one described. Large Mackenaw trout 
were scattered around at various points. _ 

As a banquet ball none was ever prettier 
than that at the Kimball last night, and when 
the ladies in handsome costumes and the gen- 
tlemen in evening dress were seated around 
the table the effect was grand. 

The bill of fare was simply faultless, and 
every one present enjoyed the good things set 
before them by Mr. Beermanur, The list of 
wines was complete and of the finest brands.

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Editor Halstead and His Enesnies. 

By means of his severe work as editor 
and a partisan editor at that, Brother Murat 
Halstead has made himself very conspicuous 
as a full blooded republican politician in the 
neighborhood of the United States of Amer- 
fica. Pursuing his mission as a republican 
dervish, Lent on the political destruction of 
the south and ofthe democratic party of the 
republic, Editor Halstead has had occasion 
to make some very tough remarks about 4 
number of republican senators. 

The occasion of his remarks arose in the 
demand for an investigation regarding the 
election of Mr. Payne as the senator from 
Ohio. Editor Halstead was very much op- 
posed to Senator Payne, for the simple 
reason that Senator Payne was and is a 
democrat, and it was freely charged that he 
and his friends bad employed bribery and 
corruption to compass his election. 

The Ohio legislature, composed of repub- 
licans, recommended that the United States 
senate make an investigation, and when 
there was some delay in this, Editor Hal- 
stead turned loose his light but savage artil- 
lery. He abused Teller and Evarts, and a 
great many other republican senators who 
were disposed to regard the attacks on Mr. 
Payne as somewhat partisan in their nature. 
He went further and charged that the senate 
was essentially a corrupt body, occupying 
seats that are bought in the political market 
for a price. 

We have no idea that Editor Halstead 
meant all that he said, but there is no doubt 
he is willing to stand by it, now that his 
mame is before that body for-confirmation, 
After abusing the republican senators, the 
great Cincinnati editor said: ‘Mr. Hal- 
stead accepts it as the highest honor of his 
life that he has acquired certain enemies.’’ 

The great trouble is that some of the ene- 
mies he has so readily acquired are still in 
the senate, and as his name has been sent 
in as minister to Germany, his republican 
enemies will be expected to vote for him. 

Well, it ought to be an easy matter for 
them todo so. Editor Halstead is impul- 
sive, and he is bitterly opposed to the sduth 
and tothe democratic party. We do not 
know that his bitterness hurts either the 
south or the democratic party. Couldhe be 
induced to visit this section in a roaring 
social capacity, he would be charmed indeed. 
We might not be able to reform his politics, 
but we would be able to dilute his virus. 

As the country is to be represented in 
Berlin by a republican, there is no reason 
why Editor Halstead should not be that 
republican. 


A New White House. 

\It is said that Mrs. President Harrison’s 
recent sickness was due to the condition of 
the white house, the sanitary arrangements 
of which are reported to be in bad order. 

This has revived the talk about the build- 
ing of a new house for the president, and 
almost without exception the proposition 
has received the hearty indorsement of all 
of the newspapers of importance which 
have spoken of the matter. 

The white house was built in 1792, and 
Was rebuilt in 1818, practically as it stands 
today, after having been burned by the 
British in 1814. It was built for the chief 
executive of a nation numbering less than 
4,000,000 people, which, in less than a cen- 
tury, has increased to over 60,000,000, 

It is not in keeping with the other great 
and substantial! buildings of the government, 
and aside from architecural considerations, 
it does not appear to be, to say the least of 
it, a healthy resort for those who have to 
live in it. | 

The house is pinched and its accommoda- 
tions are inadequate. Its construction is of 
old design, which is not so bad as its decay- 
ing material. It is said that Arthur's last 
fllness was brought on by its impure atmos- 
phere. 

Let us have a new white house, and as 
the residence for centuries to come of our 
presidents, let it be a building of such mag- 
nificent apportionment that it will bea 
structure of national pride. 


The Two Races. 

At arecent meeting of the Washington 
branch of the American Economic associa- 
tion a big problem was discussed. 

The question was: ‘‘Are We to Become 
Africanized ?”’ Mr. Stein, of the geological 
survey, took a gloomy view of the situation, 
He presented figures from the census show- 
ing that the negroes are increasing at a rate 
of 34.85 percent, while the whites increase 
only 29.22 per cent, or 20.84 per cent with 
out counting immigration. Mr. Stein said 
that the negroes formed about forty-one per 
cent of the population of the south, and the 
time was near at hand when the population 
in many southern districts would be Afri- 
ean. The whites couid not compete with 
the blacks in multiplying power, and the 
blacks would gain even more rapidly in the 
future. In conclusion he said: ‘Shall we 
Jook forward to the time when the only evi- 
dence that a pure white race once dwelt in 
the south will be the presence of our statu- 
ary?” 

Several other members of the society fal- 
lowed on the same line. One speaker said 
that as a race increased in brain power the 
number of persons in the families decreased. 

These alarming views, however, were not 
held by all the members, A Mr. Burbage 
predicted that the next census would show 
a decrease in the rate of increase of the col- 
ored population. He said that there had 
always been doubt about the figures of the 
census of 1870, and this made the rate of 
colored increase fixed by the census of 1880 
very doubtful, and it would take the census 
of 1890 to decide the question. He was in- 
clinedto think that the big death rate of 
the negroes, and the influx of the whites in 
the south, would prevent the Africanization 
of that region. 

As these speculative gentlemen base their 
guess work upon figures which they admit 
are doubtful, they will not frighten any- 


body. The negroes are gradually drifting 


| to the southwest, and they have been going 


in that direction for twenty years. They 
may Africanize certain lowland regions 
along the guif, and over the Mexican bor- 
der, but the highlands of the south and the 
great Piedmont region left behind them will 
rapidly fillup with industrious and pro- 
gressive whites, 

It is all right—the two races will drift 
into the places that suit them best, and the 
rapid increase of the one will not bother the 
other. There is room for all on this broad 
continent. 


What Atlanta Needs, 

It is a curious fact that, so far as the sur- 
face railroads are concerned, New York is 
not ahead of Atlanta. The street cars in 
that metropolis are precisely what they are 
in Atlanta. Some of them have conductors, 
it is true, but the bobtail lines, where the 
weary passengers are exhorted by a dozen 
notices to put only the exact fare in the box, 
are also there in all their glory, and they are 
just as slow in New York as they are here, 
The motive power is composed of broken- 
down horses, and the accommodations they 
give are of the most unsatisfactory clarac- 
ter. 

No doubt the street cars are convenient, 
but are they convenient enough to suit the 
needs of a growing city? There is nodoubt 
that street cars of the ordinary pattern— 
that is to say, those drawn by mules and 
horses—are a great comfort and convenience 
at one stage of a city’s growth, but some 
experiments recently made here lead us to 
believe that Atlanta is about to pass beyond 
the period of ordinary street car locomo- 
tion. 

The city is reaching out into the sur- 
rounding country, and its methods of trdnsit 
will have to keep pace with the energy and 
enterprise that compel expansion. Those 
who have control of the transit lines may 
as well make up their minds to meet the 
public demands, or to face a new and 
formidable result of competition. 

Atlanta’s means of transit will have to be 
improved if the city is toimprove, and when 
this is said all issaid, The city must have 
rapid transit. 


A Geological Survey. 

Missouri, following the example of sev- 
eral other states of the union, is about to 
establish a thorough geological survey of 
the state, by which to definitely ascertain, 
as far as possible, the true extent of the 
mineral and coal wealth of thé state, and of 
the variety of the numerous rich deposits 
which are under its soil, 

This is a work which Georgia should 
have undertaken long before this, and 
which it can take up with profit at any 
time. The mineral wealth of Georgia is 
probably unsurpassed by that of any other 
state in the union, and yet it has only been 
of late that Georgia has been looked upon 
as possessing mineral or marble wealth of 
any great importance. 

It is decidedly probable that a carefully 
executed geological survey of the state 
would result in directing attention to many 
new features of Georgia’s hidden wealth, 
only fragments of which have been brought 
to the surface or opened to the public gaze, 
There are, no doubt, marble quarries in the 
state occupying many times broader fields 
than those which have been opened. In all 
probability there are gold mines undiscov- 
ered as rich as those of California, and there 
is certainly an infinite variety of valuable 
sands and clays in constant demand in com- 
merce, for art or manufacture, buried in all 
parts of the state, and particularly in North 
Georgia, only waiting to have their hiding 
places revealed. a 

A survey, conscientiously made and 
pushed with an object of securing startling 
results, would not cost the state very much 
and might open the way fora limitless re- 
turn inthe discovery of resources which 
are now as profitless as the sands on our 
seashore or the rocks on our hilltops. 


The Curiosities of Crime, 

Crime not only runs in cycles and are re- 
produced by imitative criminals, but some- 
times two tragedies exactly alike occur si- 
multaneously. 

Last Tuesday evening, between seven and 
eight o’clock, in Cincinnati, Edward Rick- 
agd shot and killed his young wife in front 
of a bakery and made his escape. Mrs. Rick- 
ard did not live with her husband, and when 
she met her death was on the way to the 
bakery with a little girl. 

At the same hour on the same day, at 
Cumberland, Maryland, Mrs. Garlitz, a 
young wife, who was living apart from her 
husband, went to a bakery with a little girl, 
and was shot and killed by Garlitz in front 
of the shop. ‘The murderer made his es- 
cape, 

How is it that these two men so widely 
separated and yet surrounded by identically 
the same circumstances, yielded to thesame 
murderous impulse, at the same hour? In 
each case there was a baker’s shop, a little 
girl, a young wife and a jealous husband. 
The two groups in these tragedies seemed to 
be in sympathy with each other, moved by 
the same emotions. 

When crime multiplies itself in such start- 
ling ways it is no wonder that people ac- 
count for it by saying: ‘‘It is in the air!”

MRS. BARRY’S LECTURE. 


SUBJECT, “THE OBJECTS AND AIMS 
Of THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR.” 


Organize, Educate and Legislate—Practical Sug 
gestions to the Lodges Here—The Part That 
Women Take in the Labor System of Today— 
The Next General Assembly ot the Knights of 
Labor Will Probably Be Held Here. 


One of the most interesting lectures deliver- 
ered in Atlanta in a long time was that of 
Mrs. Leonora M. Barry, the instructior and 
director of the woman’s department of tho 
Knights of Labor, in the Centennial hall last 
night. 

The lecture in itself was a strong and en- 
thusing presentation of her .sabject, and to 
this was added the effect of a dignified. but 
winning and womanly presence and pesorality. 

The large hall was comfortably filled, 
amongst those present being quite a number 
of ladies. The local knight of labor lodges 
were well represented, and from first to last 
the lady knight commanded the attention and 
sympathy of her audience. 

Introducing herself briefly as ‘‘one of them’’ 
—a woman whose experience had taught her 
what she was sent to teach—Mrs. Barry pro- 
ceeded directly to the treatment of her sub- 

ect. 

‘There are forty-two men in this country of 

over 60,000,000 people’”’ said she, ‘‘that are able 
at will to raise or lower the price and control 
the output of the natural products of the 
United States. Powerlike that must be met 
by an equal power, in order to nullify its per- 
nicious effects. In studying the methods and 
powers of monopolies, we must recognize 
as the cornerstone, in each and all of them, 
the power of organization. The bagging trust 
was not the work of one man. but the work 
of an organization, and so it is with all monop- 
olies,”’ 

She favored organization. Thisis the way 
to get knowledge to oppose knowledge. 

Then there should be legislation—educa- 
tion and legislation in the interests of the 
working man. Another lesson is tersely ex- 
pressed in the old maxim, ‘practice what you 
preach.”’ 

It is right that every toiler should aim at 
making his labor bring him as much as possi- 
ble.. Suppose vou are working In a 
cotton factory for $0 cents a day, 
and you want $1.25 a day. Meet together, 
calculate the cost of the raw matcrial, the cost 
of transportation, and take into consideration 
every item of expense incurred before it 
reaches.the hands of your employer. Then 
knowing how much the material costs him, 
calculate the cost of preparation and manufac- 
ture, and knowing the standard price of the 
goods manufactured you know the margin left 
your employer, and you, then in position to 
know whether or not you are receiving fair 
wages for a fair day’s work. If not, goto him 
with the facts and figures. If your demand is 
just, nine times out of ten he will concede 
what you ask rather than have the matter 
submitted to public opinion. 

Be careful to strike at the root of the evil. 
Competition, and if this isthe case a strike 
upon your employer can work harm only. Go 
to the unscrupulous competitor and force him 
to terms. 

Trades unions kave done a great deal of 
good, but they are intended to benefit none but 
themselves. The Knights of Labor invite all 
honest workers, men and women, day laborers, 
bankers, preachers, and all other classes. Let 
them consult together and understand that 
what benefits one class benefits the others. 
Their interests are interwoven and dependent 
each one on the others. 

The speaker dwelt upon the part that wo- 
men are taking now in tle struggle for bread, 
showing bow they were forced to starvation 
wages and sin and shame, quoting facts and 
figures that were simply astounding. She 
pointed out then how women could help these 
women by refusing to purchase goods except 

hose of a firm known to pay fair wages. The 
sacrifice, she argued, would be bread thrown 
on the waters, and slight in itself though great 
in ultimate result. 

The lecturer digressed afew minutes to do 
up the bull fight question, advising an indig- 
nation meeting in the all but impossible event 
that a bull fight was had. 

‘The last thing I wish to say to you is this. 
If you are a Knight of Labor attend the meet- 
ings regularly. Itis not enough to send up 
your dues regularly. If an army was ap- 
proaching against Atlanta and the mayor 
should issue acall and order all able-bodied 
citizens to the breast works, suppose some of 
you got a wagon and each man put in a rifle 
and hired somebody to carry the rifles to the 
breast works and dump them out there. 
That’s what you do when you send up your 
dues but don’t come to the meeting. Now, 
the next general assembly of the Knights of 
Labor will probably be held in Atlanta next 
fall. Build up your local lodges and show to 
the assembly that your efforts, and their 
efforts in your behalf, have borne abundant 
fruits.’’

Non-HesidentzZSleepers on the Central 

The Central railroad has amended its re- 
turn to the comptrol er;-eneral in reference to the 
sieepihg caigof non-resident railroads which are 
bauled over its line. General manager Bel®nap 
now writes that the Central pulls non-resident 
Sleepers from Atlanta to Albany via Macon, 
a di-tance of 209 miles, and non.

Smithville, He adds that the sleepers on Loth runs 
start from northern and western points and go 
through to Jacksonville. The ecoamptroller-general 
will assess the tax on these non-resident sleepers in 
accordance with the late act of the legislature. The 
Central wiil probably resist the collection of this 
tax under the interstate commerce law. 

Hieavy Locoinotives. 

Among tle heaviest locomotives ever built 
are those recently put on its mountain division by 
the Philadelphia and Reading railroad. Their 
actual weight in working orler is 153,040 pounds, 
and 153,240 pounds is on the drivers. They havea 
tractive force of 271 pounds per pound average pres- 
sure inthe cylinder. Their cylinders arn 22 inches 
in diameter by 25 inches stroke; driving wheels, 60 
inchcs diameter, boiler, 6 feet in diameter and 13 
feet 6 inches long over tube sheets. The tubes are 
270 in number, and 24% inchesin diameter, The fire 
box {fs over ll feet longinside by 42 inehes wide, 
and is placed above the frames, but not above the 
wheels. The heating surface in the fire box is 185 
square feet, and the total heating surface 2.345 
square feet. The engine is designed to burn anthra- 
cite, but not. ke the Wootten engines, buckwheat 
or refuse coal.
